A TALK WITH DR. BLISS. 
In an interview with a reporter of the associa- 
ied press this evening, Dr, Bilss gave the 
following details with regard to the symptoms 
and treatment of the patient to-day, 
and they may be taken as a comprehensive state- 
ment of the present aspect of the case: 
“What is your judgment to-night, doctor, with 
regard to the progress made by the president 
since morning?”’ 

“The president has had a very excellent day. 
Che range of his pulse has been rather higher 
than yesterday, but not high enough to cause ul- 
easiness, and his generai condition has, I think, 
slightly improved. He con'inues to take his 
nourishment well, and his whole expression and 
appearance are better than yesterday. 

“What about the gland?” 

“There is more improvement, perhaps, in the 
gland than in anything else. The swelling has 
decreased very much in size, and the gland is fast 
assuming its natural appearance and dimensions. 
There is, hardly any distortion now in the config- 
uration of the face. 

‘Have you made any change in the treatment 
of the swelling’?”’ 

“Yes. We have discontinued poulticing. Wheu 
aswelling of this characier reaches a certain point 
continued poulticing isan iojury toit rather thau 
a benefit. It softens and weakens the integument 
aud has a tendency to cause sloughing. Of 
course all dead cellular tissue will eventually come 
away, but it is unnecessary to destroy the vitaiity 
of that which may still be living by too much 
poulticing. We therefore discontinued that part 
ofthe treatmentand applied for a short time 
stimulating ointment. We are now putting noth- 
ing on the gland but lint and simple cerate.’’ 
“How many openings in the swelling now?”’ 
‘*‘Six, including those into the mouth ard ear 
Four of them were made by incision and two 
were spontaneous. The last cut was the longest 
and deepest, and itis through this that most of 
the pus is now discharged.”’ 

“is the discharge of pus continuous?’’ 

“It oozes more or less ali the time, but we have 
pressed the gland gently twice to increase the 
outflow. We shall repeat the operation once 
during the night in order to avoid the febrile rise, 
which the r_tention ofthe pus causes. The 
presence Of a single ounce of pus in the gland is 
sufficient to cause a good deal of febrile dis- 
turbance,’’

The Recent Fire at Covington—A Would-be Rav- 
isber Put Oat of the Way Near Union 
Springe- Ala.—A Marderer’s Oonfes~ 
sion—A Bigamist in Limbo.

Covinetos, August 31.—After escaping 
so many long years—fifty or more—we 
were at last visited by the most destructive 
fireever known in this community this 
morning, which was discovered about two 
o'clock. The origin of the fireisas yet 
unknown, and there is a difference of 
opinion as to where and how it originated. 
When first seen by the writer, Mr. Thomas 
Camp’s storehouse, which was on the north- 
west corner of our public sqyare, was ip 
flames, and too far advauced to save any-~ 
thingin the house. His loss in buiiding 
is about $2,500, and stock of merchandise 
$4,000 more, whica was entirely destroyed, 
No insurance. Mr. ». N. Stallings’s store. 
house and town hall, in upper story, val- 
ued at $2,500, with stock of goods of his 
and son’s, $2,500 more, was entir iy de- 
stroyed. Mr. §8.is our efficiceat county 
treasurer, and his books were also de- 
stroyed. He had no funds on hand, and no 
iasurance. His private books, notes, etc, 
were all lost, amounting to $10,000 to $15,- 
000. The bar room of B. C. Allen, valued 
at $800, was fully insured, The building 
was owned by Dr. Bates; this was also 
burned, Noinsurance. Thestore-fouse of 
Carr & Cureton was burned, on which there 
was insurance of $1,600; two-thirds its value 
N. Anderson's stock of goods in building 
was jost save asmall amount. He was in- 
sured for $2,000; his loss will amount to 
about $2,000 more. Mr. Latimore, stock of 
merchandis*, in same building, was burnt 
out; vaiue $2,000; no insurance. Brown's 
drug store, with entire contents, valued at 
$4,000 to $6,000, was burned; no insurance. 
The large brick storehouse of Murrell’ses- 
tate was destroyed; value $5,000. The stock 
of goods of Dearing & Guinn was saved by a 
great effort of our noble citizens, save a loss 
of $2,000, which is covered by insurance. In 
the upper story the Georgia Enterprise of- 
fice was located, which was eutirely de- 
stroyed; no insurance, Dr, Henry’s dentist 
office and furniture was burned, besides 
other rooms occupied as bed rooms. The 
only residence of the block, that of the 
Misses Hendrick, daughters of our late Dr. 
Hendrick, was burned, upon which there 
was no insurance; valued at $2,500, The 
entire block was swept by the flames, save 
two old wrecks, which were partly pulled 
down. Fortunately the morning was as 
still as was ever known, and with the 
united effort of our noble citizens; both 
white and colored, a number of 
whom came from Oxford and the ¢oun- 
try around, the fire was arrested 
Thus in two to two and a half hours one of 
the most beautiful blocks of ‘our old and 
beloved town was consumed and the &ccu- 


mulation of many long days, months and 
years have been swept away. Our people 
have been extending a helping band dur 
ing the morning to those more fortunate in 
saving something from the wreck, while all 
are extending the deepest, most heartfelt 
sympathy to those of our neighbors who 
have been less fortunate.—-—On the even- 
ing vrevious, 30th inst., Mr. D. A. Thomp 
son, Jr., one of our enterprising mercbants, 
was married to Miss Saltie M. Bradshaw, 
one of the most efficient teachers and gifted 
ladies of the state, by her father, Rey.

DR. KORUM AND HIS ON, 


The Progress of the Negotiations Between Germany 
and the Vatican—The Investigation Late 
the Dotere! Expiosion—A Riot Near 
Ragusa—A Pire in London. 


Lonpon, September 1.—A Berlin dispatch 
says it is generally regarded that the official 
announcement of Dr. Korum’s appoint- 
ment as bishop of Treves makes no mention 
of oath of allegiance and obedience. The 
North German Gazette says Dr. Von Schia- 
zer was able, while temporarily 
in Rome during the summer, to open 
confidential relations with the ecclesiastics 
with whom he was formerly acquainted, 
This has caused both parties to hope it will 
be possible to arrive ata modus vivendi 
without renouacing the principles impera- 
tively demanded by their relative posi- 
tions. With the view to further pursuing 
the path opened towards ao understan«ing, 
Dr. Von Schiezer has returned to Rome to 
confidentially discuss the points which 
admit of farther mutudi concessions, and it 
may be presumed that the negotiations will 
serve asa basis for ulterior decisions with 
reference to filling the vacant sees and for 
legislative measures analagous to those 
submitted to the diet last year.

On one 
occasion, while Hilden was absent from 
home, she packed up her personal effects, 
took his children and all the money she 
could obtain, and sailed for America. Hil. 
den followed es soon after as possible, and 
found bis wife and children in Milwaukee. 
They lived together again, and he opened a 
saloon. Some time aiter this, Mrs. Hilden 
got acquainted with Paul Kimmer, aod 
‘heir intercourse became a public scan- 
dal. This affair broke Hilden up, 
and his wife then came to St. Louis, 
bringing two of her children with 
her, Herman being one of them. Kimmer 
soon followed with his three daughters, and 
the whole party organized a musical troupe, 
and performed at what was known as Greg~ 
ory’s Winter Garden, on South Fourth 
street. Her: an became disgusted and left 
the party. O. concluding their engagement 
at Gregory’s g.rden, the Kimmers and Mrs, 
Hilden went back to Milwaukee.’

Dur- 
ing this the colonel directed his orderly to 
take Lucy to his office; he would question 
her as to whether the jewelry etc.. be- 
longed to her, and if Mr. Flipper had given 
it to her. The personal search over without 
any discovery, the colonel told him he be~ 
lieved he had never sent off the checks, and 
that the fire place would be examined to 
see if the burnt scraps were checks, and 
everything tho-oughly examined for the 
same purpose.

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Another Southern Book. 

The editor of Seribuer’s Magazine re- 
centiy called attention to the wonderful 
increase of literary activity at the south, 
and gave it ag his opinion that the liter- 
ary school of New England, which has 
exercised such a marvelous influence 
upon the national life and character, 
would shortly give way before a compo- 
site school having its growth and devel- 
opment inthe westand south. Thuis is 
really a hopeful view, and it is justified, 
not alone by what Mr. Cable or Mrs. 
Burnett has accomplished, nor by what 
Mr. Sidney Lanier has given promise of, 
but in that more general movement 
which has filled the desk of the editor of 
Scribner with contributions from the 
south worthy of consideration, and which 
is also to be seen and felt in efforts that 
do not alwaysattract the attention of the 
public, The editor might also have 
called attention to the fact that the new 
literary movement in the south and west 
is purely and distinctly American. Mrs. 
Burnett is named asa southern author. 
Her most notable book, “That Lass o’ 
“Lowrie's,” although the scene is laid in 
England and the characters are typically 
English, is as purely American in méth- 
od and treatment as the newspaper para- 
graphs which startle the foreign Philis- 
tines who may chance to read them. 
This increase of literary activity in the 
south is accompanied by a profound in- 
terest at the north of which enterprising 
publishers are not slcw: to take advan- 
tage. As a result, we see Oasgooil, of 
Boston, whose tact, experience and taste 
combine to make the ideal publisher— 
we see Osgood making the way easy for 
southern writers of promise. We have 
singled out Mr. Osgood in this instance, 
first, because he and his partner, the late 
Mr. Fields (and their predecessors in the 
~ game firm) were mainly instrumental in 
nursing the New England school into 
prominence, anc, second, because, in his 
recently inaugurated “Round-Robin 
“series,” he has already given place to 
two books by southern anthors—“The 
“Georgians,” by Mrs. Hammond, of 
Atlanta, and “Homoselle,” the author- 
ship of which is still a publisher's secret. 

We have already briefly and jnade- 
quately reviewed Mrs. Hammond's book. 
“Hemoselle,” which has just.been issued, 
will hardiy bear comparison with “The 
“Georgians,” but feeble as it is in execu- 
tion, it is a notable advance over the 
amateurish methods which, until re- 
cently, have characterized nearly every 
effort of southern authorship. “Homo- 
“selle” is not a novel, but a narrative of 
events leading up tothe Gabriel insur- 
rection in Virginia, an episode which 


seem to be an excellent opportunity here 
for a study of southern life and character 
of profound literary interest, but the 
methods of that author robs the contrasts 
of even their suggestivenees, and brings 
everything down tothe level of dull 
and somewhat tedious narrative. The 
negro Michael is an impossibility, and 
Gabriel, who isa reality, is sacrificed 
upon the altar of tediousness. A little 
leaven of literary art—a little fearless- 
ness (such as Mr. Cable shows) in behalf 
of that art—a just conception of what is 
really dramatic—would have made 
“Homoselle” the beok of the year. As 
it is everything is vague, indistinct and 
unnatural. The negro insurrection, 
which justified the-injection of a little of 
the lurid element, reads like the explana- 
tion of a newspaper hoax. Who that 
has ever read “The Georgians’ is likely 
to forget the little touch of terror with 
which the Countess Orlanoff hears an 
oak-leaf come fluttering down the path 
behind her? Who can fail to interpret 
the drama of misery which is told and 
retold'a thousand times over within the 
space of a dozen lines at the conclusion 
of the book? There isa total lack of this 
gort of art in “Homoselle.” There is no 
character-drawing, no study of emotion 
no advantage taken of the contrasts pre- 
sented, no adequate picture of the special 
environments of southern life—nothing 
but a bald narrative which would lack 
interest if it did not deal with peculiar 
conditions in the history of a section. 
There is a little display of wit now and 
then, but an almost total lack of genuine 
humor, and the trage@ies that occur are 
without pathos or dramatic interest. 
Does all this seem unkind? If it does 
we are sorry; at the same time we would 
rather seem unkind than to bestow inju- 
dicious praise. The same tests that are 
applied to the most successful must also 
be applied to amateurs who have an am- 
bition to succeed. 
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imports and Exports. 

Figures and their attendant facts are 
not very attractive to the general reader; 
but the recent report of the acting chief 
of the bureau of statistics contains some 
that relate to the well-being ef every 
map, woman and child in the country. 
Let us therefore look for a moment at 
his figures: 

Mr. Whitney reports the value’ of ex- 
ports for the month of July at $65,064,- 
$29; imports $52,365,569 excess of 
exports, $10,699,460. In July, 1880, 
both the exports and imports 
were of greater value than in last July, 
the former having amounted to $71,015,- 
569, and the latter to $57,304,982. The 
excess Of exports was $15,710,087, or 
about $3,000,000 greater thanin July 
last. Comparing periods of seven months 
ended July 31, we have, for this year, 
exports, $488,411,925; imports, $379,722,- 


1880 we have exports $483,679,281; im- 
ports, $438,805,200; excess of exports, $44,- 
874,081. The exports were greater last 
year by a sum approaching $5,000,000, 
but the imports were over $59,000,000 
less. Comparing periods of twelve 
months ended July 31, we find for this 
year exports valued at $894,416,066; im- 
ports, $637,724,475; excess of exports, 
$256,691,591. For last year the values 
were: Exports, $835,722.371;. imports, 
$683,072,221; excess of exports, $171,750,- 
150. The excess of exports last July was 
about $2,000,000 under the average for 
the seven months ended with that month 
and $7,600,000 under the average for the 
twelve months. 

The total value of the exports of do- 
mestic merchandise is as a whole highly 
satisfactory. The total value of the ex- 
ports of domestic merchandise was $883,- 
915,947 in 1881, and $823,946,353 in 1880, 
a clear gain of nearly $60,000,000. This 
gain occurred chiefly in the exports of 
raw cotton, which amounted to $247,695,- 
746 in 1881, and $211,535,905 in 1880, an 
increase of over $36,000,000. Wheat fell 
off from $190,546,305 in 1880 to $167,698,- 
485 in 188l1—a loss of nearly $23,000,000. 
Corn dropped from. $53,298,247 in 1880 to 
$50,702,673 in 1881. Wheat flour in- 
creased from $35,333,197 in 1880 to $45,- 
047,257 in 1881. The following is a table 
of other prominent exports:

Although our exports of cotton goods 
which are talked about so much in the 
reports of consuls amount, all told, to 
less than the exports of horned cattle or 
of cheese alone, yet it is encouraging to 
note that the value of the exports of 
colored cotton geods, increased from 
$2,956,760 in 1880 to $4,983,312 in 1881, 
and uncolored cotton goods from $5,834,- 
541 in 1880 to $6,624,347 in 1881. 

It willbe observed that despite the 
trichina scare in Europe, there was in 
1881 an increase of nearly $11,000,000 in 
the exports of bacon and hams, and of 
over $2,300,000 in the exports of 
pork. The increase in the exports of 
fresh beef and of horned cattle was also 
noteworthy. 

In value, cotton was king of the ex- 
ports during 1881, and then came in their 
order, wheat, bacon, hams, corn, wheat 
flour, lard, illuminating oil, leaf tobacco, 
cheese, horned cattle and so on. It is 
an interesting fact that cotton and tobac- 
co constituted over thirty per cent of our 
total exports of merchandise during the 
fiscal year, 1881. 

These figures afford no basis for the 
belief that the current of gold towards 
this country will be stopped during the 
present fiscal year. About ten millions 
of gold is now on the way hither, and the 
exports of August were on the most lib- 
eral scale. The truth is, the crops of 
both England and the continent are not 
turning out so good as a month ago 
promised, and a very lively demand at 
higher prices for our products has set in. 
The great banks across the water are en- 
deavoring to stop the drain of gold, but 
it is plain that these who need our food 
and cotton will get gold in spite of the 
banks to pay for what human necessities 
require. And we will have not only cot- 
ton but plenty of wheat and corn and oi] 
and tobacco and bacon and lard and cat- 
tle to spare, no matter what the “bears” 
of the hour may say.

The Crops of the Country. 
United States Economist, 


This is evidently an off year for crops in this 
country. There is no general faiiurein the yield 
of the cereals, fruit, cotton or tobacco, but there 
is a failure ia some regious ofc untry while there 
isan abundant production in other localities. 
This may be a wise economy of nature, but the 
wisdom is not apparent to the individuals who 
happen to be in the list of those whose lands are 
unproductive. Taking the country as a whole 

robably the money value of the crops will be 

arger than it was last year, because the smaller 
surplus enhances the market prices, and as re- 
gards our foreign trade, if we receive 
much money for a 

tity of produce, we 

the loser. But for general prosperity at home it 
would be much better if there was more unifor- 
mity in the yield of agricultural productions 
The higher prices which seem likely to prevail 
for the necessities and comforts of life, to say 
nothing of the luxuries, wijl materially increase 
the cost of living and this eventually must result 
in higher wages to operatives, so that the pro- 
duction of manufacturers will be more expensive 
and yee prices will prevailall around. This 
state of things is not favorable for extending our 
foreign exports of such articles of manufacture 
as comeico competition with those of other na- 
tions. The trausportation business, in which 
there is more Capital invested tuan in any other 
industry of the country outside of agriculture, 
will be less fully employed, to the detriment of 
divideads. 

The country, however, isin such a good con- 
dition, that it may be able to stand one year of 
reduced crops without its effect becoming very 
apparent upon geveral business, especially as 
tnere is a surplus of the old crops of almost every- 
thing that is not perishable yeton hand. Weare 
likely to havea good business this coming au- 
tumno, and probably for ayear to come, for al- 
though the crops are comparatively light, there 
is a good surplus over what is required for do- 
mestic consumption of nearly al) articles of do- 
mestic produce which we export, and probably 
as large asurplusasthe foreign markets will re- 
quire when they have (o take supplies st au in- 
creased cost.

“~~ Farmers, Sow Down Oats. 

Epirors Constitution: The people gen- 
‘erally do not appreciate the actual short- 
ness of the corn and peas crops that are now 
maturing. In the five states, from North 
Carolina to Alabama, the acreage in provi- 
sion crops is less than that in 1880, and on 
this decreased acreage the yield per acre of 
corn will be only three-fourths and of 

eas one-half of an average, 

iddle and upper South Carolina 
and northern Georgia have sustained 
the heaviest injury to the cora crop, and in 
these sections the yield will not exceed a 
half, or about five bushels per acre, where 
ten should have been gathered. Under 
these circumstances all farmers should 
plant abundant crops of oats, both for 
grazing during the winter, and food for 
their stock after next May. The red rust- 
sroof oat is the greatest boon that has lately 
at vouchsafed the south, and enables the 
thrifty farmer to feed his animals for one- 
fourth the cost of a corn and fodder diet 
This variety will always make a crop. bu 
the common gray Oat nearly alway a fail- 
ure, and the losses of many Georgia farmers 
last spring were attributable to the fact 
that they planted the latter, instead of the 
rust proof. 

Every farmer should sow down, in oats, 
ten acresof iand for every work animal on 
his place. Such a proportionate acreage 
will produce enough of the cheapest and 
strongest food, to last twelve months, and 
also ample seed for the-next fal!; and, after 
the middie of May, will obviate ali neces 
sity for corn, except for human food. The 
average yield of oats per acre, in Georgia 
is 15 bushels, which cost to plant, and 
harvest about15 cents per bushel, and 
where the yield is as much as twenty five 
bushels, theccst is only 10cents. Tuois 
latter is just one fourth of that per bushel 
for making ccre,wihen the yield is up to the 
average of 10 bushels. 

“How farmersecan feed their stock most 
cheaply” isa problem that the exposition 
will endeavor to solve by .ensiiage; but 
while this may be well for those who have 
capital, an abundant oat crop is the most 
practicable selution for our average farm. 
ers who have no ready money. F,

The board of trustees were formally in- 
formed of the melancholy death of Colonel 
Randolph L. Mott, a member of this Board 
since July, 1873; he heving been killed by 
being run over by a railway train, in At- 
lanta, Ga., while in that city, discharging 
his duties as a trustee of this institution, on 
July 19th, jast one month since, and who, 
bad his lite been spared,jwouild have attain- 
ed the great age of 82 years, cn this day, 
August 19.b, 1581, 
® Colonel Mott was born in Fauquiercounty, 
Virginia, on August 19ch, 1799, where he 
resided until about the year 1817, when he 
removed to Georgia, and settled and lived 
in Augusta, Ga., for some years. About 
1829 he removed to Milledgeville, remaining 
there several years, aud shortly after the 
settlement of Macon he changed his resi- 
dence to that place, and continued one of 
ite most active and energetic citizans until 
the year 1836, when he removed to Colum- 
bus, Ga., in which city he continued to re- 
side until his death. 

Few more remarkabie men, in many re- 
spects, have lived i the state; a strong 
man, both in body and mind, with only 
such education as could be obtained at the 
country schools of that day; full of energy 
and zeal, be entered upen life, advancing 
step by step, from the smallest business in 
which he started until. by the time he had 
reached middle life, he bed ecquired a 
fortune, and was Connected with many ol 
the large enterprises of the Slate, and 
wherever engaged, always commanded re- 
spect from those associated wiih him, in 
consequence of his fine sense, his good 
judgment, and the zeal and energy with 
which he worked out his convictions. 

Although not a politician, in the proper 
sense of the term, he associated much with 
the most prominent men of his day, and 
represented, at different times, both the 
counties of Bibb and Mu-cogee, in the leg- 
islature of the was ior some time 
mayor of the ciiy of Columbus, aud always 
an activesuppoter of his party friends,in the 
many of the political contests, so long as be 
took an active part in the reneral affairs of 
life. Atthetime of his dea 4 he was presi- 
dent of the Columbus gus company, vice- 
president of the Mobile and Girard ratroad, 
and a member of the board of trus. 
tees of this institution, to which last 
office he was appointed by Governor James 
M. Smith in Juiy, 1873, and was continued 
in office by Governors Smith and Cuiquitt 
until his death. 

Surely if any man was ever faithful to a 
trust confided to him, Colonel Mott was 
faithful and true to that devolved upon 
him. Asatrustee of this asylum, having 
through his long life been engaged in man 
various employments, he brought to a dis- 
charge of his duties a ripe avd most vaiua- 
ble ex perience and inteliigence, which cou.d 
be found united in few, if in any other one 
map, inthe state. His zeal, energy, and 
constant applicauion to his duty as trustee, 
with all his strong native faculties, acure 
and unimpaired by age, were almost un- 
bounded, as, haying retired from life in a 
great degree, he gave a large part of his time 
to advancing the interests of this institul 
tion, paying it frequent visiis, and in ait 
ways in his power aiding the superiatenden- 
and other officers, by his advice and sugges 
tions, in their weighty labor and respousi-~ 
bility of providing, caring for, and admic- 
istering to the large number, neariy one 
thousand, of heipless and diseased patients 
committed to their charge.
